At the ,time of the accident Charles .was 
on his way to tthe S8t.

When he reached 
the Oak Hill tracks his ankle turned, and 
in recovering himself his feet slipped side- 
ways into the narrow space between the 
rail and the planks that form the crossing. 
The foot was caught as if in a vise. Every 
effort the had made to release himself only 
seemed to more firmly imbed the foot. 

Charles knew that the Iron Mountain 
train was due soon, and he pulled and tug- 
ged to free himself, but his labor availed 
nothing. People in houses near the track 
saw him but supposed he was playing.

Goodwin, Who Misappropriated One 
Million of Employers’ Money, In- 


vested Much of It in Books, 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 23.—One of the 
most remarkable libraries in existence has 
been put up at auction here. It was coj- 
lected by Howard L. Goodwin, confidential! 
clerk of a banking firm, who committed 
suicide when confronted with evidence of 
a shortage amounting to $1,000,000. 

Goodwin's hobby was book collecting, and 
to gratify this desire, he is said to have 
speculated with money not his. It is es- 
timated that he spent over $100,000 on his 
library, and the books offered include some 
of the most oeautiful specimens of the 
printer’s art and the finest sets of nearly 


all the great authors. The bidding was re- 
markably slow, however, and 203 volumes 
brought $6289. 


20,000 MEN ARE IDLE. 


Result of Shutdown of Amalgamated 
Copper Plants. 


Mont., Oct. 23.—By the general 
of the Amalgamated Copper Co. 
onoperties last night from 13,000 to 15.000 
men are directly thrown out of employ- 
ment and others will be indirectly affected 
within a week, so that the grand total 
will reach 20,000 men. The Great Northern 
will lay off a large portion of freight crews, 
heretofore hauling ore from Butte to the 
Boston and Montana smelter at Great Falls, 
The Butte, Anaconda & Pacific railway 
will luy off freight crews between Butte 
and Anaconda.

Failing with other methods, 
it was finally found necessary to cut a 
hole through the wooden roadway. lL. 
Hartman, foreman of Truck Company No. 
6, was lowered through this hole in a sling. 

From his position in midair, the burning 
bridge above him and the Mississippi river 
below, and night all about him, Hartman 
managed to direct a stream of water on 
the blaze. 

The fire at this time had gained consid- 
erable headway. For a time it was feared 
that the bridge would be destroyed, but 
after three hours’ hard work the depart- 
ment managed to bring the flames under 
control.

The origin of the fire is a mystery, but 
was probably due either to crossed electric 
wires or to sparks from “Afrrengine passing 
on the railroad tracks beneath. The blaze 
was discovered by a private watchman, who 
notified Engine Company 2. 

A large force of men was put to work 
Friday repairing the damage done by the 
fire, just as soon as the firemen were out 
of the way. 

Assistant Fire Chief Thomas Halnes said 
after the fire that the condition of the fire 
plugs on the bridge would be made the 
subject of a special report by him to Chief 
Swingley. He asserts that unless the plugs 
are put in proper condition at once there 
is great danger of the destruction of the 
bridge in the event of another fire there.

POST-DISPATCH PLAN 
CAUSED KRATZ’S ARREST 


A liftle over a year ago, after J. K. 
Murrell had been induced to return through 
the efforts of the Post-Dispatch, the project 
of securing the extradition of Kratz was 
taken up by this paper. 

Mr. Folk was consulted, and he cheer- 
fully gave his time and thought to the 
discussion. He declared his willingness to 
co-operate in any effort that might be 
made, but pointed out the fact that every- 
thing had alreadty been done that could be 
done here to attain the end sought for. 

The Post-Dispatch entertained the idea 
that, by an investigation on the field, in 
the City of Mexico, some way might be 
found to accomplish the desired object, 
which was not visible at this long range. 

Mr. Folk encouraged the hope, and said 
that he would do all possible to assist, if a 
plan could be formulated. He stated that 
if he could only show that Kratz had be.- 
come an alien and a citizen of Mexico the 
state could reach the fugitive’s property 
here, amounting to over $200,000, but there 
were difficulties in the way of establishing 
the citizenship. 

The Post-Dispatch as a result of this dis- 
cussion determined to assume the expense 
of dcing what the state’s representative 
had not the funds to have done. It sent 
its representative to Mexico with instruc- 
tions to ascertain the status of Kratz in 
the matter of citizenship, and to study al] 
the legal questions that the extradition 
problem presented. 

He went to Guadalajara and saw Kratz 
enjoying the immunity of his exile. The 
attorney of Kratz, Senor Castanos, was in- 
terviewed with the purpose of ascertaining 
the status of the ex-councilman as to citi- 
zenship. Senor Castanos declined to fur 
nish any information, but there 
recorded evidence that Kratz had taken out 
papers of citizenship. 

The correspondent went to the City of 
Mexico and retained a prominent lawyer, 
Senor Casasus, who has an international] 
reputation, to look into the question of citi- 
zenship. 

Senor Casasus gave a written opinion that 
if Kratz had purchased property tn Mex- 
ico (as ho had) and accepted a deed to the 
same, without specifically reserving in the 
deed his American citizenship, then by vir- 
tue of that transaction he became a Mexi- 
can and an alien from the United States. 


Clayton Saw 
No Further Chance. 


The correspondent then took up the ques- 
tion of extradition as an independent mat- 
ter. Cal‘ing on Ambassador Clayton ‘he 
found that courtly gentleman full of the 
conviction that the Kratz extradition case 
was res adjudicata—that is, to say, settled

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Circuit Attorney Took to Washington Arguments Prepared 
by Post-Dispatch Correspondent, With Aid of Leading 
Mexican Lawyer, Showing Law of the Republic. 


hoth orally to Gen. Clayton. The agreement 
was, that, inasmuch as an amended treaty 
was pending at Washington adding bribery 
to the list of extraditable offenses, and 
inasmuch as Gen. Clayton believed the 
treaty, when ratified, would not be con- 
ceded by the Mexican government to have 
a retroactive effect, so as to apply to the 
Kratz case, the only Sh ag course would 
be to take advantage of the treaty without 
raising the quesifon of retroaction. 

This could be done by appealing again to 
a Mexican statute of comity. Under that 
statute, the president of Mexico was autno- 
ized to surrender a fugitive, provided the 
nation to which the surrender was made 
would give a written guarantee of recipro- 
city in a like case. is law had failed to 
serve in the Kratz case, because Presi- 
dent Roosevelt coukd not give the required 
guarantee, inasmuch as the consent of each 
state in this republic,was necessary to such 
an agreement. 

“But,” the correspondent argued, ‘the 
moment the Serate ratifies the amended 
treaty President Roosevelt will by that act 
be vested with authority to speak for all 
the states, and herce can make the guar- 
antee calkd for by the Mexican statute. 
Hence the surrender should be asked for— 
not under the new treaty, but under the 
old Mexican statute, and the application 
should be accompanied by the assurance of 
President Roosevelt that he was se 
to give the written gga ag which the 
Statute called for. n other words, the 
United States stood ready to comply with 
the Mexican law, which authorized Presi- 
dent Diaz to surrender the mam on a 
written guarantee of reciprocity. 


Way Found by 


Mexican Law. 
“It made no difference to the Mexican 
government how President Roosevelt 


secured the authority to make this 
guarantee. He had secured it, and that 
was enough. This would avoid all con- 
sideration of the new treaty, and make 
the Snsotton of its retroactive effect im- 
possible. 

This whole plan was presented to Gen. 
Clayton and, after full consideration, he 
stated that he believed it really opened a 
way to get Kratz back to Missouri, al- 
though it would mean, of course, delay 
until the new treaty was ratified. 

Gen. Clayton called on Senor Mariscal. 
the Mexican secretary of state, and dis- 
cussed the project, but Mariscal would go 
no further than to say that on the hypo- 
thetical case, he hardly believed that the 
government could surrender Kratz under 
the new treaty. This only confirmed Gen. 
Clayton's belief that it would be danger- 
ous to try to make the new treaty retro- 
active. Hence he favored the reliance on 
the Mexican statute, as proposed. 

The correspondent, aifter securing the 
public records of the Kratz property pur- 
chased at Guadalajara. came back to S8t. 
Louis, and a week or two later submitte1 
the plan above outlined to Senator Cockrell, 
who, after a long discussion, indorsed it 
as wise and practicable. but advised that 
the Post-Dispatch say nothing and do noth- 
ing until the Senate ratified the treaty.

BROKER ANXIOUS TO APPEAR 


Two Hours Hearing of Chief Witness 
Attended by Great Interest in 
Grandjury Room. 


The grandjury this morning resumed its 
investigation of the “Blair story’’. with re- 
newed energy. 

It had before it bankers, brokers, lawyers, 
money lenders, newspaper reporters, edi- 
tors and men in other occupations who 
were supposed to be able to throw ight 
upon the subject, and its members, as they 
passed through the ante-room gave plain 
evidence of the keen interest that they 
were taking in the investigation. 

James T. Roberts and James Campbell, 
the well-known broker, were the most im- 
portant of the witnesses who appeared at 
the door to the grandjury room this morn- 
ing. Roberts is supposed to have an inti- 
mate knowledge of all the facts and 
charges in the “Blair story,” and Camp- 
bell is known as a close personal and busi- 
ness associate of James L. Blair. 

Mr. Roberts was before the grandjury 
for more than two hours this morning, fol- 
lowing an_ inquisition of % min- 
utes last night. From the length of time 
that he was questioned, it seemed plain 
to those in the ante-room that his testi- 
mory was highly intetesting to the grand- 
jurors. 

While Mr. Roberts was still being ques- 
tioned, James Campbell hurried) into the 
ante-room and rapped sharply at the door 
behind which the grandjury was in ses- 
sion.

“Rad” Rainey, Who Lived in Woods 


All That Time With Rifle as Con- 
stant Companion; Slain While 
Keeping Tryst With Woman. 


CALLED UPON TO SURRENDER 


Remarkable Career of Swindler, In- 


dicted for Defrauding St. Louis 
Merchants by False Credit Scheme 
—Once Political Dictator of Wright 
County.

came home from Wright County last night 
with two captured rifles, one picked up by 
the side of dying ‘‘Rad’’ Rainey, the other 
knocked from the shoulder of his nephew, 
“Con” Rainey, by a bullet fired by an offi- 
cer which shattered the stock of the gun. 

The young nephew of the slain outlaw 
fled to the woods and escaped. He is sup- 
posed to have been wounded. 

A brief story of the shooting of the 
ljleader of the south Missouri swindling 
gang ‘had been wired to United States Clerk 
George Pepperdine and Deputy Marshal 
*“Bill’’ Thomas, and they both met Officer 
Brown at the depot. 

H. H. Ball, former prosecuting attorney 
of Wright County, came with Mr. Brown 
from the scene of the killing. Brown had 
been watching for ‘“Rad’’ Rainey a full 
week before he got sight of the desperate 
man, who, for nearly two years, has defied 


the United States authorities and shielded 


himself in the woods from arrest by the 
constant companionship of a rifle. 

Deputy United States Marshal Thomas 
had already made 17 trips to Wright 
County after Rainey and walked a hun- 
@red or more miles around through the 
woods, near the outlaw’s home, trying to 
get a drop on the dangerous man. 

He had two duels with him and in the 
first éncounter 15 shots were exchanged.

“Rad” Rainey did not seek shelter. He 
stood his ground and fought in the open. 

The boy fired two shots by the side of his 
uncle and then ran off about 150 yards and 
made another stand. 

He fired from this position till 
splintered the stock of his gun. 

Marshal Brown had a double-barrel shot- 
gun. 

He expected to fight at close range and 
knew the best kind of a gun for such a 
duel. 

Rainey had fired two shots when Brown 
fired. 

Rainey sank down and his part of the 
fight was over. He had been struck by 
many shot in the heart. The dying man 
lived about 40 minutes but never spoke. 

The woman had been a spectator to the 
battle and went up to the wounded man 
after the shooting was over. She saw him 
die. 

Extraordinary Career 
of This Outlaw. 

The coroner of Wright County took 
charge-of the body and held an inquest. 

The killing of Rainey, whose christian 
name was Conrad, ended one of the most 
extraordinary and picturesque careers in 
the history of this picturesque section of 
the state. 

Rainey was long the political dictator 
of Wright County. As head of the county 
organization of the Republican party,

which ran affairs to suit itself, he ruled 
with an iron hand. 

Nobody could have public office without 
“gseeing’’ Rainey and getting his consent. 
He was a shrewd organizer and he man- 
aged to keep the tide running his way un- 
til only a short time ago. 

While he was apportioning the offices 
among his henchmen he did not forget to 
keep something for himself and that little 
share was always the best that was to be 
had. 

The last public office that he held was 
that of collector. He filled it eight years. 
Its revenues are greater than those of any 
other office in the county and Rainey, who 
was thrifty, waxed fat in purse on them. 


Rated as a 


Nabeb at Home. 

Wright County is primitive, and a com- 
paratively poor man in St. Louls would be 
rated as rich here. 7 
Rainey, with a few thousand dollars, 
ranked as a nabob and had enough to make 
him and his heirs rich 

But Rainey was not satisfied with what 
he had. He had the universal desire to 
get more. He was not contented for it to 
come slowly, as it had come until then. He 
wanted quick returns. 

About this time (1895) the mercantile busi- 
ness began to boom in Wright County. 
Several new stores were opened. 

Their owners sought credit with whole- 
sale men in St. Louis and other citles. 
The wholesale men, of course, asked their 
credit agencies to investigate. 

The credit agenctes, entirely unsuspicious 
that anything unusual was about to hap- 
pen, investigated in the usual way. They 


wrote to an attorney or other leading citi- 
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zen for information about the financial 
Status of the new merchant. 


Curiously enough, nearly all these mer- 


chants gave their postoffice addresses as 
Norwood, explaining that they were run- 
ning cross-roads stores. 


When letters inquiring about them came 
to Norwood they invariably fell into the 
hands of one man. He h an attorney’s 
shrewdness and was the brains of the con- 
spiracy that was being hatched. 

The plan of the conspirators was to em- 
ploy an irresponsible person to “open a 
store.'" Sometimes a tract of land that 
wasn't worth taxes was deeded to him to 
improve his standing, but, more often, he 
was taken as he was, without a dollar and 
hopeless of ever having more if he led an 
honest life. 


How Credit 
Was Procured. 


The task of the letter writer of the con- 
spiracy was to see that this worthless per- 
son got credit. 

This was done by supplying a fictitious 
list of assets. Lest this clean bill of finan- 
cial health should be suspicious, it always 
contained a list of MIiabilities, large or 
small, in proportion to the °ssets, but suf- 
ficient to show ages fai' while suffi- 
ciently less than the assets to insure plenty 
of credit. 

Some of these “mushroom” merchants 
were thus enabled to get listed as worthy 
credit to the extent of $11,000. 

On ‘th’s showing gaods were shipped as 
they were ordered. For the first few 
months the bills were promptly paid. 

hen the ‘‘merchante’’ an to complain 
of hard times. They said they couldn't 
make collections. Finally, one by one, they 
closed up. 

St. Louis merchants sent men here to In- 
vestigate. They were astonished to learn 
that all the goods had been sold. The mer- 
chants had disappeared and nothing was 
left for the creditors. 

The scheme is alleged to have netted the 
gang nearly $100,000. 

Complaint was made to the county au- 
thorities. Juries were packed. All the pros- 
ecutions failed, through the influence of 
the accused men. 


Federal Government 
Makes Investigation. 


Then the federal government took a hand 
on the grounds that the mails were being 
used to aid the fraud. 

Several men were indicted, ‘‘Rod’’ Rainey 
was among them, and, before the inquisi- 
tion was ended, some of the leading citizens 
of the county, including officials, were 
under a cloud. 

SBome of Rainey’s associates were Levi 


Rainey. a brother: Mat Rainey, his son; 
H. H. Ball, the former prosecuting attorney 
of Wright County, who tried “Jack’’ Ken- 
nedy and his band of train robbers at Hart- 
ville in June in 1899; George Delaney and 
N. 8. Noll. 

Judge Philips first had the swindlers he- 
fore his court. He fined “Read” Rainey $2. 
T.evi $%0 and the other defendants got off 
with lighter punishment. 

Ball, the attorney, was fined $25 and 
given a severe lecture by Jucge Philips. 
All the fines were paid and some of the 


men reformed. 

“Rad” Rainey was incorrigible. He went 
down into Shannor County about Birch 
Tree and resumed his old scheme.

One Strikes Craps Player’s Skull and 
One His Arm, Both Flattening 
With Contact. 


IMPRESSIVE AS ARGUMENTS 


Victim Not Familiar With the Game 
and Opponent, Failing With 
Speech, Resorts to Revolver. 


Henry Rafferty of 4459 Cozens avenue 
owes his life to a thick skull. 

Although shot three times, once in the 
head, Rafferty is at the City Hospital Fri- 
day on the high road to complete recovery. 
He expects to be out in a few days. 

The bullet which struck him in the head 
tried to enter his skull at the base of the 
brain. It did not succeed. Instead, it flat- 
tened out like a nickel. 

The ehot was fired, Rafferty says, at a 
range of 15 feet, the bullet being from 4 
38-caliber weapon. 

Another of the bullets struck Rafferty 
fn the left arm. It penetrated the flesh 
and the point was flattened against the 
bone as if it had been mashed with a heavy 
hammer. The bone was not broken or 
splintered. 

The third shot took effect in the leg, but 
is not thought to have come in contact 
with the bone. 

Rafferty was shot in a saloon at Taylor 
and Cozens avenues, as the result of a 
quarrel over a craps game. He says his 
assailant was a man named Lester A. 
Irwin, for whom the police are jtooking. 

Irwin was unable to pape upon Raf- 
ferty's mind the points of the gam‘ les as he 
understood them. The quarrel became se- 
rious and Irwin is said to have resorted to 
his revolver. 

The bullets made quite as little !mpres- 
sion on Rafferty as had Irwin’s argument. 

When Rafferty was taken to the City 
Hospital the bullet which had flattened it- 
seif against the base of his skull was 
found embedded in his scalp. It was re- 
moved by the physic'ans with their fingers. 

Both men are colored.

Authorities of St. Louis University 
and C. B. C. Think Withnell Ac- | 
cident One of a Lifetime. 


Football features everywhere in the city 
were “‘sickiied oe’r with the pale cast of 
thought, yesterday,”’ partly owing to regret 
for the accident that caused the death of 
John Withnell, St. Louls University’s quar- 
terback, and partly from fear of the effect 
the report of the accident might have upon 
the game here 

Rumors were rife that the St. Louls Uni- 
vérsity team would disband for good, while 
it was said the C. B. C. was in danger 
of the. same fate. 

Whi'e the accident and its consequences 
are deeply deplored at both institut'ons 
there is no intention on the part of either 
eleven to quit the game 

Members of the faculties of both schools 
stated yesterday that the schedules of both 
elevens would be carried out as planned, 
except that the game between St. Louis 
University -and Warrensburg set for Sat- 
urday. would be called off. 

Withnell’s funeral will be held on that 
day, at 8:30 a. m., at the residence of his 
father, 3190 Meramec street. Among the 


pall bearers named are Joseph Schlaffly 


and Edward Pecman, both teammates of 
Withnell on the ’varsity eleven. 

At Washington's practice grounds it was 
feared that the effect of the death might 
keep two or three of the team members 
out of it, because of parental fears. Three 
of the team are playing on sufferance 
alone. 

It is the opinion of men in faculty 
positions at the various local] schools that 
the accident was one that happens in a 
¢entury. Withnell was hurt by a member 
of his ownteam. Brother Justin of C. B. C 
stated that while B. C. deplored the 


accident, it would not stop football at the}, 


college. 

“We do not consider footba'l an espec- 
fally dangerous sport. and surely we have 
had opportunity to judge as for vears the 
game has been played here with facultv 
consent..The sport is clean and healthful 
in the main and the chance of serious 
mishap, slight.”’ 

Father W. B. Rogers of St. Louis Uni- 
versity, said: 

“IT see no reason why football should be 
stopped. Accidents occur in all walks of 
life and are bound to occur in a sport like 
football 

“The accident which resulted in With- 
nell’s death would not happen again in a 
life time.’’ 


Will Not Stop 
Washington’s Play. 


Coach Boynton of Washington University 
said the acciient would have no bearing on 


nis team save in so far as it might in- 
fluence the parents of some of his players. 

“The accident was one entirely apart 
from fvotbal!, and was a mere accident. Ag 
you cun see from the ngs F Withnell’s own 
side did the damage—a thing that does not 
occur in a game once in 10 years. 

“This talk about football and its danger- 
ous aspects is all bosh. In proportion to 
the number engaged the deaths are greater 
in a number of sports. 

“There are more deaths annually from 
the. apparently innocent pastime of pole 
from football, yet I never 
heard of pole-vaulting being raked over the 
cor.ls as a brutal sport.’’ 

So far as St. Louis is concerned seri- 
ous accidents have been of rare occur- 
ence on local fields. The only other 
death recorded is that of John Allen, 
Who died from injuries received in a 
xame between he C. B. C. and the Alumni 
teain, on the college campus in 1899.

Power, Will Be Given Trial. :

IT HAS A SAFETY ATTACHMENT 


Hydrogen Gas Is the Lifting Force, 
While Many Small Propellers 
Give Motive Power. 


William Reiferscheld of Streator, 1., 
will make the first real test of his dirigible 
balloon with which he hopes to capture 
the World's Fair prize, Nov. 1. Reifer- 
scheid has spent a year building the bal- 
loon, and is backed by the Chicago Aerial 
Navigation Co., which he organized after 
he had completed his plans and constructed 
a model. 

The lifting power of the Reiferscheld ma- 
chine is hydrogen gas, contained in the 
well-known balloon gas bag, which is en- 
cased in a metal-covered shelter. This 
casing or shelter is depended upon to serve 
as a-parachute in case of an accident, 
necessitating the sudden lowering of the 
balloon. 

The motive power is furnished by six pro- 
pellers, three at the front and three at the 
rear, directed by a 20-horse = gasoline 
engine. The propellers an support for 
the engine and man who will look after the 
engme and to moverme>ta of the propellers, 
dis ‘ttached to the casing of the gas bag. 

The lifting puwe: vw. ime hydrogen gas 
is 70 pounds to the 1000 cubic feet, or 3 
ery greater than that of coal gas, used 

y the Gerth and other balloons. 

With the s bag having a capacity of 
23,000 cubic feet of ‘gas. Reiferscheld fig- 
ures that there is no danger but that his 
balloon will easily support the framework, 
engine and two men if necessary, the com- 
bined weight of which is estimated at 14% 
pounds. 

The dirigible power of the balloon, as 
well as the motive power, is furnished by 
the propellers, which are so arranged that 
they will turn the balloon by the ghutting 
off or the adding of one propeller to those 
in use. ; 

Among the claims made for tiie Reifer- 
scheid balloon is one that it can be moved 
forwdard, backward and turned at will in 
its own length. 

The fairly successful trial of the Gerth 
machine recently was encouraging to Reif- 
erscheid’s friends, in that he claims to have 
an improvement of the Gerth machine in 
every point, while the lines of construction 
are similar. The greatest differences are 
in the lighter construction of the frame 
work, the greater lifting power and the 
more numerous propellers of smaller sur- 
face.

Mrs. Bennett Announces She Will 
Contest Husband’s Will Unless 
He Relinguishes Claims.

UNDUE INFLUENCE THE GROUND 


Testament Was Typewritten by Mrs. 
Bryan After Being Drawn at the 
Nebraska’s Statesman’s Home. 


Special to the Post-Dispatceb. . 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 23.—Unless 
William Jennings Bryan withdraws as ¢xe- 
cutor and relinquishes all interests in the 
will and estate of the late Philip 8. Ben- 
nett of this city, who left him and his 
family $50,000, the will is to be contested 
by the widow, the brother and the sister 
of Mr. Bennett. 

The ground of the contest will be an alle- 
gation of undue influence on the part of 
Mr. Bryan. 

This declaration was made today by coun- 
sel for Mrs. Bennett after a secret confer- 
ence at which were present Mr. Bryan and 
the legal advisers of both sides. 

Former Judge Stoddard, in cross exami- 
nation, asked the former presidential can- 
didate: 

“Who was present at the conference in 
your home at Lincoln, Neb., at which the 
form of this will and these letters was de 
cided upon?” 

“IT am not sure that anyone was present 
excepting Mr. Bennett and myself,” re- 
sponded Mr. Bryan. 

“Mrs. Bryan did the typewriting and I 
should like to say in this connection that 
Mrs. Bryan’s study of law referred to was 
not with the thought of practising, Dut 
thait we might have more in common. 

“She learned to write on the typewriter 
that she might attend to my correspond- 
ence, as I was unable to be at home all 
the time. 

“She did the typewriting on the will and 
the two letters, one to be sent to me upon 
Mr. Bennett's death and the other to h's 
wife. But I cannot say whether she was 
present when we discussed the form.” 

“In the letter to Mrs. Bennett it was 
stated that the money was to go to you 
because of the devotion of Mr. Bennett to 
the princip'es advocated by you, yet you 
understood that half the money was not to 
go for education and charity, but for your 
wife and children?’ 

Mr. Bryan said this was correct. 

“When you were carving up this estate 
why dtd you not tell the widow what you 
were doing? In the confidential letter, why 
did you state one thing when the facts 
were something else?’ 

“The letters were both shown to her after 
Mr. nnett’s death,’’ was the reply. 

“That does not answer the question. It 
is why you, as an attorney at law, par- 
ticipating in this will, which you made 
d'd not state the facts in the confidential 
letter to the widow?’’ 

“T don't know of any reason. I think the 
letters show all.”’ 


BRYAN DEFENDS GIFTS FROM 
FRIENDS IN AN EDITORIAL. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 23.—In an editorial 
on ‘““The Idle Rich,”’ in the Commoner this 
week, Mr. Bryan makes the following com- 
ments which may be significant in view of 
the threatened Bennett will contest: 

‘‘No one can defend the possession of 
wealth that is not honestly acquired, and 
how can wealth be honestly acquired’? 
Aside from wealth acquired by gift, there 
is just one way, namely by the giving of 
an equivalent for what one receives. 

“If a man, either by his brain or by 
his muscle, contributes to the welfare of 
the world, he is entitled to a recompense. 
The laborer is worthy of his hire, and his 
hire ought to be proportionate to the value 
of his work. 

‘The person who makes an intellectual 
contribution to the welfare of the world, 
whether it be in teaching or in writing or 
in any other legitimate way, is entitled to 
a reward commensurate with his work. 

‘Wealth can be honestly acquired by gift. 
The right of the parent to accumulate for 
the child furnishes a stimulus that is prob- 
ably equal, if not superior, to any other in- 
centive to earnest and constant endeavor. 

“The receipt of money, however, from 
ewer. or relative or friends, not only 
mplies that the recipient has in some way 
earned the money, but also imposes upon 
the recipient a responsibility for the prop- 
er use of the money. 

“Society has always recognized its right 
to discriminate against inheritance. States 
like New York and Connecticut, have in- 
heritance laws and the manner in which 
the tax is graded shows that the people, 
speaking through the legislature, have the 

ower to discriminate between beneficiar- 
es. 

“For instance, In the state of New York 
roperty received by a chfld from a parent, 

ya gl oa from a child, or by husband 
or wife from the other, pays a tax of 1 
per cent, while property willed, or de- 
scending by law, to other relatives or non- 
relatives, or to organizations of any kind, 
pays a tax of 6 per cent. 

“There is no place in the country for 
the idle rich, if by that term we mean 
peop'e who, having acquired money, have 
no other purpose than to secure all the 
selfish enjoyment they can out of the use 
of thelr money. 

“But there is not only a place but a 
crying demand in this country for those, 
who, having acquired enough to reileve 
themselves from want, will devote them- 
selves to public affairs and to works of 
charity and benevolence. 

“Our cities would be better governed if 
in every city we had a group of men, who, 
after securing a reasonable competence 
would cease from money making an 
would devote themselves to public affairs. 

“It would not be necessary for all of 
them to hold office. They could contribute 
their heads and their hearts to their 
country’s service in many ways.”

HAD SEEN ALL UPS AND.DOWNS 


From the Day He First Saw Light on 
a Corsican Ship in Midoean, 
Strange Incidents Begin. 


In an humble little plot in Bellefontaine 
Cemetery, John Clemens, sailmaker, who 
proudly went down to his death as the 
oldest citizen of St. Louis, will be buried 
Saturday afternoon. 

When Mr. Clemens was admitted to the 
City Hospital two weeks ago, suffering from 
general delibity, he gave his age as 97. 
Investigation proved the truth of his as- 
sertion, also the truth of his claim that he 
was the senior resident of St. Louis by 


many years. 

As he'lay on his narrow cot, a charge of 
the City, Clemens often spoke, with a mind 
asclearas crystal,of life's many vicissitudes; 
how he had at one time owned a/)l the 

roperty that now surrounds the house at 

616 South Bighteenth street, in which he 
spent his last days at the expense of his 
ii iearen: how when Fremont made his 
famous expedition up the Missouri river, 
it was John Clemens who heaved the lead 
and acted as pilot; how in after years he 
had amassed a fortune as a river captain. 
at one time being the heaviest citizen tax- 
payer in St. Louis, only to lose it al] in 
failure and litigation; and how, courage- 
ously, he had gone back to work as a sall- 4 
maker, a trade he had learned in the United 
States navy in the 2's. 

John Clemens would have forgiven and 
forgotten all, ff he could have lived to be 
100 years old. That was the wish that was 
uttered with every other breath in his last 
hours at the Emergency hospital, to which 
he had been transferred. But the life line 
snapped before he could round out the five 
score years, 

Mr. Clemens was born on the/Atlantic 
ocean, June 8&8, 1806. His parents were Cor- 
sicans, fleeing to the est Indies. His 
father was captured there and died in pris- 
on, the babe and his mother afterwards 

oing to New Orleans and then up the river 

o the site of St. Louis. 

Since the loss of his fortune Mr. Clemens. 
has lived with his daughter. Mrs. Mary C. 
Summers, and his son, Alexander Clemens.

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A TRIUMPH OF JUSTICE. 
‘ The news of the arrest of Boodler Kratz is welcome to all 


honest and law-abiding citizens. His return and prosecution 
will be the culmination of the effort to punish all the St. Louis 
boodlers who combined to plunder the city. Kratz was the 
head boodler—the leader of the Council combine—whose escape 
signified the defeat of justice in the cases of all of his asso- 
ciates in the combine and of the bribers who profited by their 


rascality. 

The Post-Dispatch feels peculiar gratification over this re- 
sult, because the Post-Dispatch has persistently held to the 
belief that he could be brought back, and when all other ef- 
forts had ceased, at the urgent request and with the hearty co- 
operation of Mr. Folk, took up the task of finding a way to bring 
him back. 

_ After the Post-Dispatch’s representative had found Murrell 
and persuaded him to return to St. Louis and disclose the 
operations of the House combine, the question of bringing 

Kratz back was taken up. Circuit Attorney Folk felt that he 

had gone as far as he could go in urging the State Department 
to act at that time, although he was confident that Kratz could 
be extradited. 

The Post-Dispatch undertook the task, sending to Mexico 
othe icpresentative who had successfully dealt with Murrell. 
“Hig investigation in the City of Mexico convinced him that it 
“was necessary to wait for the ratification of the new treaty, 
‘making bribery an extraditable offense. With this treaty 
ratified the United States government could comply with the 
Mexican law, which required a promise of reciprocity. So far 
as Mexico was concerned, the whole case was determined by 
the Mexican law, regardless of the treaty. 

A plan was formulated by which, when the treaty had been 
ratified, our government would renew the request for the ex- 
tradition of Kratz with a promise of reciprocity. 

This plan was approved by Ambassador Clayton, who prom- 
ised co-operation when the request was renewed. It was ap- 
proved in St. Louis by Senator Cockrell, who offered to submit 
the plan to President Roosevelt when an opportune time oc- 
curred. Mr. Folk approved the plan, and upon his recent visit 
to the President urged its feasibility. The prompt and vigor- 
ous action of Mr. Roosevelt is recent news. 

The result of this work is the arrest of Kratz. Ambassador 
Clayton, ‘n a dispatch to the State Department, assured the 

“government that Kratz will be extradited if the Mexican law 
.« be strictly complied with and the promise of reciprocity 
given. 

- The achievement reflects credit upon all concerned in it. The 
return of Kratz and his punishment will be a triumph of justice, 
stimulating te all lovers of good government and terrifying to 
the boodlers and bribers everywhere.

“The Impending Crisis’ is the title of a 
pretentious volume just issued anonymous- 
ly by The Commonweal Co. of Philadelphia, 
Chicago and St. Louis.

the daiJy press has made us familiar, and 
asserts that the country is In a desperate 
strait. Chapters are dovoted to social and 
political crimes, the menace of the trusts, 
tax dodging by the rich, the tariff evils, 
labor troubles, stock manipulat ons, 
get-rich-quick frauds, infidelity and other 
ills. The histories of ancient republics and 
states are drawn upon for warning lessons, 
and the terrors of the French revolution are 
recounted.

We move steadily to our consumma- 
tion, struggling as we go, Our Father fre- 
quently dragging us onward, until suddenly 
we espy a distant light, and then pull no 
longer at His hand, but almost outrun 
Him.”’

Dr. Van Dyke has achieved eminence tn 
three fields, theology, literature and scolar- 
ship, and fruits from each field are present 
in this artistic volume from his pen. He 
entitles it “Three Messages With One 
Meaning,’’ and says that they were g' ven 
not far apart in time, though at some dis- 
tance from one another in space. The one 
called “Joy and Power” was de'ivered in 
Los Angeles, Cal., at the opening of the 
Presbyterian general assembly. May 21, 
1908. The one called “The Battle of Life’ 
was delivered on Baccalaureate Sunday at 
Princeton University, June 7. The one 
called “The Good O'd Way” was delivered 
on Baccalaureate Sunday at Harvard Uni- 
versity, June 14. Now that they are put 
together the author sees that “they point 
in the same direction, urge the same course 
of action and appeal to the same motive." 
And yet being a threefold discourse w'th 
one meaning they gain in earnestness and 
power. They are, in brief, sincere exhorta- 
tions to right living, to courage, to wisdom, 
and to the other attributes which go to make 
up practical Christianity. Right is urged for 
right’s sake, not because of pun'shment 
or reward, but because it is right. The re- 
ward will then follow of itself 'n a perfect- 
ed happiness. The title of the book betrays 
its wholesome optimism.

Two duys ago Flintlock beat her eight 
lengths at a mile and a sixteenth with 
even weights and there is no reason why he 
should not do the same thing again. 

In the same race Beaucaire beat her two 
lengths and gave her eight pounds. To- 
day he is asked to give her only one 
pound and he should certainly defeat her 
again when the conditions are far more 
favorable to him. Bessie was a fair horse 
in Chicago, but she is aiming high when 
she is going against such good horses as 
Beaucaire and Flintlock. 

Aladdin has done nothing since he came 
to St. Louis to justify the inference that 
he can win here, but he should be good 
enough to beat Bessie McCarthy for third 
money. 

Fiintlock defeated Beaucaire last 
Wednesday at a mile and a sixteenth by 
about seven lengths, but the Frenchman 
was giving the Hughes horse seven pounds 
in actual weight, besides a year in age. 

They are practically evenly weighted 
today. Beaucaire carrying 106 pounds to 
Flintlock’s 16. This should bring them 
very close together, but Flintlock will like 
the additional distance better than Beau- 
caire, According to the scale of weights 
at this season of the year Beaucaire is 
allowing Flintlock about six pounds.
